AMBASSADOR TO MEXICO TEND:
ERS HIS RESIGNATION.

T0 TAKE EFFECT OCTOBER 18

Personal Business Given as a Reason
for Stepping Down and Out—WIll
Probably Not Go to China as Spe
cial Commissioner.

OYSTER BAY—FEdwin H. Conger
of lowan has resigned his  post as
Amerlean nmbassador to Mexico, to
take offoct October 18 next, and
President Roosevelt has aceepted the
roglgnation

Mr. Conger's retlrement from the
diplomatlie service was foreshadowed
Inst woeek, It was indicated then that
he might be sont.to Poking as a spe-
clal commn..geloner of the president to
adjust, if possible, the differences be-
tween this country and China over
the boycolt of Amerlean goods by
gome of the Chinese commercial
guilds, While po offivial statement
fs obtainable here regarding the' mis-
glon, there are refsons for the state-
meny that it has elthor been aban-
doned by the president or declined
by Mr, Congar, At any rale, It is bo-
Heved Mr. Conger will not go to
China,

In eonnection with the appolntment
t.e name of Francle 13, Loomis, as-
siatant secretary of stnle, has heen
mentioned, but it enan be sald pretty
definitely that Mr. Loomis will not he
appointed. His réslgnation as assist-
ant secretary of state may be expect-
ed at any time,

The president authorized the pub-
lieation of the correspondence which
passed between him and Ambassador
Conger with regard to the latter's
resignation, The letters follow:

“WASHINGTON-—The President:
For reasona pertaining to my private
business and personal affalrs, I have
the honor to tender herewlth my
resignation as ambassador extraordi-
nary and plenipolentiary to Mexico,
to take effect on the expiration of my
leave of abaence, which will terminate
O¢tober 18, 1006, or at such a date as
will suit your convenlonce.

“TIt 1s with feelings of regret thal
I leave n serviee the duties of which
I have found so interesting and in
which 1 have received so many evl-
dences of yvour confldence, and such
invariatble conriesy and kindness at
your hands of which I shall always
cherlsh most valuahla and plensant
recollections, for all of which 1 thank l
yvou, M¥, President, with all my heart,
and 1 have the honor lo remaln, Your
ohedient sorvant,

The manifesto, ukase and project
are published in speclal editlons of
the OMeinl Messenger In Bt Peters-
burg and Moscow. They will be given
ont for publieation at noon to all
newspapers throughout the emplre,
many of which are preparing to issue
extra editions to signalize & momen-
tous historieal event, overshadowing
In importance the liberation of the
serfs In 1861, ‘The date of the ocea-
slon has been happlly chosen with
due regard to the poetieal symbolism
#o denar to the Russian heart, for on
this day s celebrated the religlous
feast of the Lransfiguration of Christ,
with the bLringing lo the church of the
first frults of the new harvest.

Tha national ‘ns‘:mnlvl:\-' will bhe a
consullntive organization, In connec-
tion with the councll of the empire,
and not a legisglative body, The pow-
ors of the emperor remain theoretle-
ally absolute. As the emperor (s the
stuipreme law-giver and autocrat, the
decislons of the council have only a
recommendatory and not a binding
force, though the rejection of any leg-
islatlve measures by a two-thirds ma-
Jority of both honses Is sufficient to
prevent that mensure from becoming
Inw. The representatives of the peo-
ple will have not only the rigl® to bo
heard on any legislation proposed by
thoe government, but algo can volee
thelr desires on new laws and will
have the right to exert a ecertain su-
paervision over budgetary expendi-
tures.

Miss Roosevelt and par-
ty will sall from Yokohama for Amer-
lea on the Paeclfic Mail company's
steamer Siberia, leaving October 7.

PROPOSE INTERNATIONAL BANK.

Business Between America and Hun-
gary Will Be Sought by Concern.
NEW YORK-—An international bank

with a eapital of $1,000,000 is being

formed for the purpose of earrying on
banking operations between the Uni-
ted Btates and Hungary and to han-

| dle the accounts of immigrants to this

country from the Balkan peninsula.
The new bank is being organized by
interests i{dentified with the Hunga-
rian Genernl Credit bank of Budapest
in co-operation with a number of
prominent New York banking houses.

Heretofore banking business that
haa been done with their home coun-
tries by Buropean immigrants to
America has been transacted almost
entirely  through private banking
honses. While fthe new institution
will bo established largely with Amer-
ican capdtal, it will maintain close re-
latlons with Hungary and will have its
head offices in Budanest, with branch-
es at varlous points in the Unlited
States,

LORD CURZON QUITS
Viceroy of India Cables His Resigna-
tion to the King.

LONDON—The resignation of Lord
Curzon of Kedleston, as the viceroy of
Indin, and the appointment of the Earl
of Minto as hls successor, was an-
nounced at the India office, According
to the correspondence, which is issued
in the form of a white book, it appears
that Lord Curzon's resignation was
eabled to that office on August 12. The
correspondence shows decldedly bitter
feeling beltween Lord Curzon, the
Indin office and Lord Kitchener, com-
mander in chief of the forces in Indin,
over the new plan of army administra-
tlon In India. Lord Curzon's dissatis-
faction came to a head with the re-
fusal of the cabinet to appoint Major
General Sir Edmund Barrow, on Lord
Curzon's recommendation, military
supply member of the couneil,

Dies at 101 Years.

QUTLOOK GLOOMY

JAPAN'S PROPOSITION
FUSED BY RUBSIA.

MAY BE PARTING OF THE WAYS

One Side or the Other Must Now
Make a Move or the Extraocrdinary
Meeting is Likely to End Without
Accomplishing the End Desired.

IS RE-

PORTSEMOUTH — The Japaneso
plenipotentiaries at the conclusion of
the afternoon session Wednesday ol
the peace confefence threw the card
upon the table, It was the dramatic
moment—the moment to which all
the previous proceedings of the con-
ference had led. The protocols in-
volving agreement upon eight of the
twelve conditlons originally present-
ed by Japan had been signed.

One side or the other must make
i move or theo plenipotentiaries had
reached the parting of the ways. The
adversaries faced each other across
the table. Of courge it was well
understood what would happen, but
that in a way only made It more dra-
matie. Flguratively, President Roose-
vell suddenly entered the conference
room. M. Witte sat silent and the
move In the great diplomatic game
passed to Japan. Baron Komura, in
a few words, explained that Japan in
her great desire for peace was ready
to make certain “modifications” of the
original articles in the hope that Rus-
gia could find it possible to accept
them. He then presented in writing
to M. Witte the compromise proposi-
tion which President Roosevelt had
suggested. It was concrete and spe-
cifie, and it followed the lines out-
lined in these dispatches, It offered
to withdraw article ix, providing for
the payment by Russia of Japan's bill
for the cost of war, on conditions that
Russia would accept article v, which
provides for the cession of the island
of Sakhalia, so modified as to include
an arrangement for the repurchase by
Russaia of the northern half of the isl-
and for 1,200,000,000 yen. In addition
it offered to withdraw entirely arti-
cles xI and xil (surrender of the in-
terned war ships and limitation upon
Russia's sea power in the far east.)
It was President Roosevelt's compro-
mise, and of, Witte knew its contents
as well as Baron Komura.

The question of whether he had
been “hlufiing” was put to the test.
Without a moment's hesitation M.
Witte explained that the modifleation
proposed was -merely a sham, a
change of phraseolog;, a diplomatie
attemplt to “dorer la _ilule" and ask-
ad Russia to pay war tribute under
another name. He could not accept
it. He told Baron Komura Russia
wanted peace. It had given the proofs
in accepting every article involving
the issues upon which the war was
fought, but it eould fight, and money
for tribute it would not pay, not a
kopeck. He asked Baron Komura to
withdraw all demand for tribute.

The outlook: is black, Many be-
lfeve It was never =o hlack as now.
The Japanese are not talking. Indeed,
they appear to he mora taciturn and
more resolute than ever, The only
possible line of further Japanese con-
cession is considered to lle in the di-
minution of the amount of the pur-
chase money demanded for the north
half of Sakhalin.

INSURANCE COMPANIES
UKDER FEDERAL CONTROL

DENVER, Colo.—Ralph W. Breck-
enridge of Omaha, chalrman of the in-
surance committee of the American
bar association, delivered an address
on “Federal Supervision of Insurance"
before the national insurance agents'
convention. He made a strong plea for
federal control of insurgnce. He sald
the insurance companies are handled
by state ecollectors as sheep to be
shorn, their money lelng wanted to
pay politleal debts and the people's in-
terests going uncared for. Mr. Breck-
enridge quoted the statutes to prove
that federal control of Insurance Is
constitutional and is perfectly legal,

Rojesetvensky Recovering.

GRAIN RATE WAR I8 ENDED.

Figt Over Schedules Brought to a
Finish by Conference,

OMAHA—The graln rate war was
short lived. Traffic managers of all
western and southern llnes got to-
gether in Chlcago Thursday, after
tbe announcement of the cut by the
Chicago Great Western, and the an-
nouncement of the intended further
cut by the Burlington, and decided
upon rates from the Missourl river
points to Chiengo, St. Paul and St
Louls. The new rates form a redue-
tion of 1% cents, of just the same a3
the first cut by the Chlcego Great
Western. The rates are now 103
cents on wheat and 914 cents on corn
to Chicago and 1 cent less than thab
from Omaha to Minneapolis and St.
Paul, and 3 cents less from Omaha to
8t. Louls.

Railroads still pay the same eale-
vator charges, but they will pay themi
but twige instead of threa times as
formerly. They will now pay 13§
cents at each end of the hanl. The
new rates will be effective August 19,
and stopped what, for a time, looked
like a grain rate war of large propor«
tions, .

PROVO, Ulah—To afford protection
to soldlers and sallors who acquired
the right in the drawing just closed to
locats homesteads on the Uintah In-
dian reservation, Commissioner Rich-
ards of the general land office has rul-
2d that soldiers and sallors who regls-
tered by proxy are not compelled to
make their filings through the agent
who registered them, but that they
may file for themselves, or may employ
another agent to file for them.

Many of the numerous agents here
have represented that when they se-
cured the power of attorney and reg-
istered the veterans, -they algne could
enter the land. Some of these agents
even have tried to extort $50 to $100
or & half interest in the claims from
the wveterans who have secured the
rights to enter homesteads.

THE CZAR STANDS PAT.

Russian Envoys Receive Long Cipher
Cablegram from St. Petersburg.
PORTSMOUTH—A long cable mess-

age from 8t. Petersburg, which is be-

lleved to be the Rnsslan reply, arriv-
ad dabout 10 o'eloeck Tuesday night and

M. Witte's secretaries, M. Nabukoft

and M. Plancon, immediately began de-

ciphering it.

Conslderable excitement was appar-
ent in the annex where the Russlan
headquarters are located. Sheet by
sheet the translation was taken to M.
Witte's room. Toe rumor is that It is
a refusal—a non possimus—a reitera-
tion of the Russian position that it has
given ample proof of its desires for
peace in the articles already accepted
and more it could not accept with dig-
nity and honor.

No confirmation of the rumor that
Russia's reply is n negative one can
bhe obtained and it must be accepted
with all reserve. The lights in the
rooms of M. Witte and Baron Rpsen
were burning long after midnight.
